that necessitates a city plan, so the 
growth can be guided and not per- 
mitted to be haphazard

There is an over-standardization of 


streets 
here, the speaker 
showed 


Many in the residence districts are too

onally instead of according- to a strict 
north and south or east and west 
plan 
Traffic demands it- He showed 


how some cities have diagonal streets 
running into the business district as 
spokes on a wheel, and termed it the 
ideal way to lay out a city. 


"The first thing your city should do

The passage by the legislature of the 


•woman's rights bill is a progressive step 
for Wisconsin. 
In some respects it has 


been a slow and tedious process to modern- 
ize our political institutions. Extraordin- 
ary as vrere the conceptions of liberty ex- 
pressed iu the constitution of the United 
States, and democratic- as has been the 
development of our 
government under 


that constitution both m the states and 
the nation, there wre some reactionary 
inheritances from the political systems of 
Europe that have remained %rith us to 
this day. 


Probably the most conspicuous of these 


•were the limitations placed upon the civil 
rights of women and the inferior political 
status alloted to them. It required a cen- 
tury of activity and educational agitation 
to secure for -women the franchise. 
Al- 


though this government was founded in 
the eighteenth century it was not until 
•well into the twentieth century that this 
act of justice was performed, and all the 
•while -we boasted that we had perfected 
democracy. Today vrp see how far short 
of real achievement of this end v^e had fal- 
len, and other delinquencies are coming 
to the surface every now and then. 


"Wisconsin is. we believe, the first state 


in the Union to confer upon its women 
voters equal civil rights with men. The 
passage of this act by the legislature is. 
therefore, of great historical importance. 
Every member who voted for this bill will 
in the years to come point -with pride to 
his act. Under the provisions of the meas- 
ure women are given equal rights with 
men in the exercise of suffrage, freedom 
of contract, jury service, choice of resi- 
dence for voting purposes, holding office, 
the holding and conveying of property, 
the care arid custody of children and in 
all other respects. It means that women 
a.re taken into full partnership with men 
in the conduct of the affairs of * ivern- 
ment and in the exercise of their social 
and civil rights. This is as it should be. 
Fifty years from now we shall wonder 
why there ever was any doubt on the sub- 
ject. 


Women may now go as far as they like 


in the acceptance of political and civil re- 
sponsibilities. It will be for them to say. 
and not for men as their masters. Wheth- 
er they use these prerogatives, or not, 
end the extent to which they use them, is 
of secondary 
consideration. Important 


as it may be to good government that 
women take their full share of its obliga- 
tions in the spheres that particularly con- 
cern them and that they safeguard their 
social interests, the prime fact is that their 
rights and privileges are established and 
that the law itself does not subject "them 
to injustice. We are of course assuming 
that Governor Elaine will approve and 
sign the bill, and of this we take it there 
is no doubt. 


LITEEATE VOTERS WANTED 


Next fall New York state -will offer for 


public approval a constitutional amend- 
ment imposing a literacy test on all per- 
sons acquiring the franchise after the first 
of next year—-which reads: "After Jan- 
uary 1, 1922, no person shall be entitled 
to vote by attaining majority, by natural- 
ization or otherwise, unless such person is 
also able, except for physical disability, 
to rea.d and write English, and suitable 
laws shall be passed by the legislature 
to enforce this provision." 


Like the literacy qualifications required 


in the southern states, which were devised 
to restrict the Negro vote, this English- 
language literacy test in New York is in- 
tended to restrict the foreign-born vote; 
and like the southern regulations, which. 
excepted certain classes already in pos- 
session of the ballot, it does not apply to 
persons already qualified to vote under 
existing regulations. Literacy, tests (al- 
though in conflict with the 14th amend- 
ment to the federal constitution adopted in 
the midst of revolutionary times) are by 
to means new in this country, having 


been for years enforced not only in the 
South but in various states of New Eng- 
land and the West. This is New York's 
first move in that direction, however, and 
it is directly due to the ''Americaniza- 
tion" effort since the World wax to elim- 
inate foreign influences so far as possible. 
It is to be hoped it will be adopted and it 
could be followed to good advantage in 
other states. 


CAN HARDLY RECALL HARVEY 
All over the country the people have 


been asking why Admiral Sims, who ''in- 
sulted only a portion of the American 
people." should be recalled, and Ambas- 
sador Harvey, who "insulted the whole 
nation," should be left at his post. And 
the contrast of administration policy is 
heightened by the fact that the two men 
occupy very Afferent 
positions. 
The 


remarks made by Admiral Sims, who was 
not in any sense a spokesman either for 
the president or the Secretary of the navy, 
have nevertheless been repudiated by the 
administration and the admiral is now in 
Washington to explain'his speech and ac- 
cept whatever disciplinary steps may be 
taken. On the other hand, the statements 
by Ambassador Harvey, who is the person- 
al representative of the president and the 
spokesman for tie American government, 
have been tacitly approved by the admin- 
istration. 
This in spite of the fact that 


both President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes have since in various public ad- 
dresses been compelled to indirectly repu- 
diate Mr. Harvey in impersonal references 
to American policy and ideals, and in ex- 
plicitly sustaining the unselfish motives 
of the United States in entering the World 
war and the high ends of humanity and 
democracy it hoped to serve. 
But Mr. 


Harvey is allowed to remain at his post 
and no explanation or retraction of his 
libel upon the nation he represents is de- 
manded, nor any satisfaction for his im- 
plied insult to the 4.000.000 men who 
enrolled in the cause of civilization. 


It was apparent in the beginning that 


President Harding had made an unfortun- 
ate choice for the British embassy in the 
selection of "Col." Harvey. 
Nowhere 


was the appointment received with gen- 
uine approval. Even those who were dis- 
posed to look upon it with tolerance or 
indifference must now agree that it was a 
serious mistake. If it were not for the 
embarrassment it would cause the presi- 
dent and the diplomatic 
sensation that 


would result, we have little doubt Mr. Har- 
vey would be recalled. His Guildhall 
speech was one of the grossest blunders 
ever made in the history of American 
diplomacy, and it was peculiarly unfor- 
tunate coming at a. time when the peace 
adjustments are in an unsettled state and 
America's real course is shrouded in so 
much uncertainty. 


However, Mr. Harvey is reasonably se- 


cure in his faux pas. and can twit his 
fingers in the president's face if he so de- 
sires. Forced to defend himself, he could 
make it very unpleasant for Mr. Harding 
by quoting from his campaign speeches, 
in which he would most certainly find col- 
or for his statements. The danger of a 
counter-attack, therefore, makes it exceed- 
ingly advisable for the administration to 
slide over the incident with as little atten- 
tion as possible, seemingly accepting what 
Mr. Harvey said and yet repudiating it. 
The danger is that this may not be the 
only incident of the kind which may oc- 
cur while the ambassador sojourns in Lon- 
don. 
Mr". Harvey's fondness for hearing 


his own voice is well known. It is doubt- 
ful if he can keep it in check or remember 
the proprieties expected of him when be 
exercises it. Mr. Harding would be much 
better off with a man of the Hughes type 
in London, but when political debts have 
to be rewarded the 
poor and the bad 


must be taken with the good.

THE CRIME OF CATCHING COBYZA 


A grandmother convalescing from a severe respir- 


atory infection involving the trachea or windpipe 
(and assumed to herself to be bronchitis) was carried 
off by her daughter to recuperate in the daughter's 
comfortable home. Grandma had been inoculated 
with the idea that weather or exposure or cold had 
been the important factor of her illness as of all 
respiratory troubles, and so. naturally, she took 
the "germ theory" with a large grain of salt. Any- 
body with good gray matter would and should 
take the germ theory or the theory of communica- 
bility of such diseases,with a grain of Bait if there 
is any basis for the venerable teaching that "ex- 
posure" to weather conditions is a 
contributing 


cause of respiratory disease. Health authorities who 
still drag in the "exposure" myth, when instructing 
people how to prevent or avoid such respiratory 
infections as diphtheria, pneumonia, influenza, co- 
ryza. infantile paralysis, measles, acute sore throat 
and acute bronchitis, mean that the germ theory is 
merely a theory and should not be taken too seri- 
ously. The sad truth is that the health authorities 
at this moment are floundering about aimlessly, 
quite unable to decide whether it is good policy to 
dally longer with this rather undignified exposure 
myth: or, mixing our mets for the nonce, they are 
straddling perilously in the effort to stand on both 
exposure and germ theories and something is bound 
to rip soon. 
The convalescing grandmother, not greatly im- 


pressed with the germ theory, coughed without fear 
or favoritism on all who- entered within the danger 
line, which, for" open-face coughing or sneezing, 
is a circle with a radius of ten feet from the cough- 
er's face. Thus everybody who tried to be friendly 
or helpful to grandma, without wearing a gauze 
mask, had ample opportunity to sample grandma's 
germs, and several of her daughter's family, as 
.-ell as a few visitors, tried the microbes and found 
them effective. 
For such crimes the health boards or health au- 


thorities who still teach that "exposure" or in- 
sufficient clothes or drafts or any such factor may 


lower resistance" or otherwise contribute to res- 
piratory infection must be charged as accessories 
before the fact.

Infected Tonsils 


I am 27 years old, 66 inches tall, and weigh 105 


pounds. I have sore yiroat every little while, and

told me the tonsils are infected and 


should be removed. Could I get tuberculosis if I 
did not have them removed? Which is better to take, 
a local or a general anesthetic? (Harriet A. C.) 


AXSWER—Your question is ambiguous. One with 


infected tonsils is probably more likely to develop 
clinical or active tuberculosis (we nearly all have 
latent or inactive tuberculosis) than she would be 
if the infected tonsils were removed. If I had to 
have my tonsils removed, I should take whichever 
anesthetic my doctor might deem preferable in my 
case. 


Registering Horror 


Some time ago, in mentioning whole wheat 
In 


cans, you seemed to register horror. What is the 
matter with whole wheat in cans? Is the only way 
to consume whole wheat to grind and cook it your- 
self We have had several cans, and liked it, but 
if there is anything wrong with it

ANSWER—Nothing wrong with it. The horror 


was the thought of canning a good thing. 
Wheat 


is easily preserved in bags, boxes, jars, baskets or 
bins—why can 'It' Wheat mdjP be ground or not, 
and cooked by anybody.

lows: 


He. like the President, is an Ohio 


newspaper man. His home is in Col- 
umbus, next door to that of Harry M 
Daugherty, the Attorney General, and 
he is said to be Daugherty's closest 
friend. He began life as a country ed- 
tor, and supplemented 
his earnings 


3y investments in leading Ohio Indus 
tries so successfully that he is now • 
able to leave business behind and de- 
vote himself to politics without a sal 
ary. 


During the 
campaign Mannington 


was extremely active in the niyster- 
.ous fashion befitting a Warwick. He 
consumed an 
enormous amount of 


mileage, and held a great number of 
conferences. 
At Marion he was in 


charge of the newspaper men, and is 
said also to have read all of the Hard- 
ing speeches before they were deliv- 
ered. 


Now he has come to Washington, 


and he, Daugherty and Jesse Smith, 
have taken a large house on K Street 
tuid there dwell in considerable style. 
Tesse Smith is an.Ohloan also, a store- 
keeper, and said to be one of 
the 


sharpest traders in the Middle West. 
He has no intention of helping run the 
administration, according to the most 
reliable reports, but has merely come 


re along with the rest of the popu- 


ation of Ohio, doubtless to avoid lone- 
iness. 


A House of Mystery 


This K Street house bids fair to be 


an administration landmark, housing 
as it does the Cabinet officer and the 
private citizens who are reputed to be 
:Iosest to the President. It is also said 
to be famous for its hospitality. Its oc- 
cupants are careful to explain that 
iheir establishment is not a place of 
undemocratic 
magnificence, 
but a 


measure of economy. For a time, it 
seems, Mannington and Daugherty 
lived at one of the local hotels. They 
found the service unsatisfactory, and 
their endurance was exhausted when 
one of the bellhops stole Mannington's 
trousers at a critical moment, so that 
affairs of national and internatlon im- 
portance wore delayed while the Pres- 
ident's secret adviser was pantaloon- 
less. Following this unfortunate ep- 
isode, the K Street house was taken, 
and is said to have proved less ex- 
pensive as well as more convenient. 


Just exactly what happens in this 


K Street residence is of course a mys- 
tery. Being a mystery is one of the 
chief functions of a presidential ad- 
viser, and may also be one of his chief 
assets, 
as 
Colonel 
House 
demon- 


strated. Mannington, it is said, will 
emula-te the Colonel by never speak- 
ing for direct quotation. He will b6 
much talked and written about, but 
will never talk himself, except in the 
bosom of the administration family. 
His moral 
sentiments and political 


convictions 
xvill reach an expectant 


world at escand and third hand, and 
they will be lofty and somewhat gen- 
eral in character. Thus he is already 
known to have expressed the opinion 
that unemployment should be rem- 
edied and that taxes ought to be re- 
duced. 


He is described as a man detached, 


philosophical, humorous, addicted to 
making epigrams, and not ^strongly 
partisan. It is stated that he will keep 
the President informed as to public 
sentiment, and that his own state in 
Ohio will be the laboratory in which 
he will test and analyze that strange 
fluid. He is said to quote with approv- 
al McKinley's remark: "Tell me what 
Ohio thinks and I'll tell you what the 


country thinks." His theory i« that 
in Ohio are represented all the ele- 
ments of the American population, 
and that therefore Ohio opinion ic a 
cross section of American opinion. It 
may at least be hazarded that Ohio 
opinion will have a good deal to do 
with the activities of the present ad- 
ministration. 


Besides studying public sentiment, 


the next most important function of 
a Kitchen Cabineter is to economize 
the President's time by seeing people. 
Patronage matters, especially, it is 
understood, will be the care of Mr. 
Mannington, but'he will "see" people 
on a great variety of subjects. Every- 
one who has had any dealings with ad- 
ministration knows that there is al- 
ways an unofficial some one whose ear 
is sometimes worth more to the seek- 
er of favors than that of the President 
himself. In the late administration, of 
course, this place was long held by 
Colonel Houee. In Taft's time, Brother 
Charlie was the man to see, and dur- 
ing the Roosevelt administration, de- 
spite the self-sufficiency of its chief in- 
cumbent. "See Lodge" was advice giv- 
en so often that even Archie Roose- 
velt, as a small lad, is said to have giv- 
en it to a watchman in the White 
House grounds who was in need of 
some favor from on high. Hanna was 
the power behind the portico in Mc- 
Kinley's administratin, and Daniel S. 
Lamont was Cleveland's favorite ad- 
viser. So the succession runs all the 
way back to Andrew Jackson, who 
seems to have been the first to lean 
heavily on unofficial advisers, and to 
have given origin to the term "Kitch- 
en Cabinet." 


Mrs. Harding's Part 


All of these have been men of mys- 


tery to some extent. That is, no one 
has known just what part each has 
played. One might guess with some 
confidence that some of th.em have 
been strong men dominating weak 
Presidents and others have been in- 
struments employed by strong Presi- 
dents. 


It has been suggested that in the 


present administration, 
the Kitchen 


Cabinet may well be said to include 
the rightful mistress of the kitchen. 
Of course, other first ladies have had 
an acknowledged influence upon what 
their husbands did in public matters, 
and this was notably 
true of Mrs. 


Play. There was much contradictory 
gossip about what Mrs. Wilson did 
during her husband's illness, 
eome 


giving her credit for considerable use- 
fulness in a political way. 


Of Mrs. Harding's keen interest in 


her husband's political life, and of 
his confidence in her, there seems to 
be no doubt. Besides, she is the first 
of the ladies to have a vote, and a 
large voting constituency of her own 
sex. If it becomes 
known that the 


President places large confidence in 
his wife, and that the wife is favorable 
to the legislation that women want, 
those facts would certainly be worth 
many feminine votes to 
administra- 


tion. Certainly a situation has been 
created in which a President's wife 
might build for herself a really for- 
midable political power, if she was a 
woman of strength and intelligence. 


Whether such a part is to be taken 


by Mrs. Harding cannot yet be ascer- 
tained, perhaps. But it is interesting 
to note that the somewhat surprising 
favor which Mr. Bryan enjoys at the 
White House is said,to be in part due 
to Mrs. Harding. Bryan spends an 
hour at the White House whenever 
he is in town. The recent appoint- 
ment of a prohibition chief is said to 
have been 
in accordance 
with his 


wishes. At the same time, it is known 
that Mrs. Harding, while presumably 
deprecating Mr. Bryan's political rad- 
icalism, regards him as a great re- 
ligious and moral teacher. 


Another story they tell Is that dur- 


ing the campaign President Harding 
showed a lamentable tendency for a 
time to depart from the text of his 
speeches. These speeches were care- 
fully prepared, and represented not 
only a great deal of effort on his part, 
but also, it is said, on part of others. 
In fact, many of them were probably 
what the "best minds" 
thought he 


ought to say. But the President, once 
on his feet and under full steam, was 
frequently 
seized with a desire for 


spontaneous self-expression. He would 
go off on little rhetorical side trips, for 
which, so to speak, he had no official 
ticket, and some of these divagations 
were considered indiscreet. 
Various 


of his advisers took him to task for 
this matter without avail, and finally 
it was turned over to Mrs. Harding. It 
has been noted by many that she 
hears all of her husband's speeches, 
and it is said that the presidential im- 
provisations have ceased.

Seiyu-kai may control the national par- 
liament, but the inevitable day is al- 
most in sight when there will be no 
control except that of the people. Slow- 
ly but unmistakably the masses bo- 
come more restless and less concerned 
as to the way they show their dissatis- 
faction. 


Indeed the change they have al- 


ready wrought is astonishing to those 
who knew the Japan of other times. 
The old superstitious reverence for tho 
mikado has died out so rapidly the 
most reactionary observer is now com- 
pelled to admit it is gone. 
Ten or 


twelve years ago the government was 
hanging men that held radical views 
about politics and social relations. To- 
day such men nominate their candi- 
dates for parliament and by the thou- 
sands parade the streets with banners 
often bearing declarations of an as- 
tonishing radicalism. 
What the gov- 


ernment called "race riots" in 1920, 
were nothing but manifestations of the 
same spirit. At one time they looked 
exceedingly grave. 


Meantime, strikes multiply and al- 


ways become more serious. 


At Kobe last summer there was a 


strike against a great shipping firm. 
A report got abroad that the firm, for 
purposes of safety had put its books 
and papers into the safe of a neigh- 
borin hotel. 
Te strikers, ordinary 


coolies of Japan, who a few years ago 
would have been shot or hanged, 
marched into that hotel and compelled 
the proprietor to open his safe and ex- 
hibit all its contents.
